IT understand that your Aqency bas sn ready means of determining 
which DoD Component (s) contributed to a siven NIS. Further, 
in the course of systematic Seclassitication review, when 

you determine that a particular NIS or oortion thereof may be 
declassified and the information contained therein is DoD 
originated, that NIS or portion thereof vill be referred to 
the DoD contributor or successor in intecest for review. 


I have been advised that the three Military Departments and 
the Defense Intelligence Agency have substantially complete 
libraries of NISs. Therefore. in most cases where a referral 
to those activities is required, it should not be necessary 
to forward a copy of the document in question. Rather, it 
will normally suffice to identify the NIs or portion thereof 
that is a candidate for deciassification
